BRILLIANT VICTORY 


IN TAKING NIPE 


Another Heavy Battle Without 


Loss of a Man. 


Kev West, July 23.—The cruiser Topeka arrived this morning with the de­ 
tails of the attack on Nipe, an important. Uav on the north of the province of 
Santias» de Cuba, almost directly across ttie islands from Santiago. 


The Topeka opened the tire and was followed by the Wasp, Leyden and An* 
napolis. 


The tire was rapid for more than an hour and »one by one the «runs of the 
Spaniards were silenced and finally the troops wore forced to abandon their 
posts in the fort. 


Our ship* then moved up to the mouth of the harbor and the Topeka went in­ 
side the bay and engraved the cruiser Jarga Guan. 
A tierce tight ensued until 
a shell from the Topeka pierced the Spanish 
ribs and exploded 
disabling1 
her. 
The Spaniard then went on the beach. 


In the meantime other American ships forced three Spanish gunboats in the 
harbor to surrender. 
A body of marines landed and raised the American tiag 
over the silenced forts. 


The crew of the Spanish vessel* escaped. 
No attempt was made to capture 
them. 
Not u man on our ships was injured and not one of the ships were 
¿truck. 
The fatalities on the Spanish side were heavy.

said, should be done to win and keep 
the friendship of the Insurgent Cubans. 


T hey should be made to know th a t the 
only purpose of the T’nlted Stat*‘s in 
w aging w a r a gainst Sjiain wa.s to se­ 
cure I’or all the {¡eople of Cuba relief 
from the oppression of Spanish rule and 
a stable governm ent estal li.'-'hed by the 
people themselvi's.

It is not generally known that sealed 
letters may in many cases be read with­ 
out opening the enveloixjs or doing them 
the least injury. It was discovered by a 
Gernuin physiologist by the use of an 
enibryoscope, or egg glass, that the 
shells of eggs were of very unequal 
thickness. 


It occurred to him to make experi­ 
ments in order to ascertain how many 
leaves of ordinary letter or oilicial pa­ 
per must be laid above and below a 
writtt»n loaf in order to make it illegible 
to a highly sensitive eye in the direct 
sunlight. 
He found that after he had 
rested his eye in a dark room for 10 or 
15 minutes he cold read a piece of writ­ 
ing over the mirror of the embryoscope 
tiiat had been covered w'ith eight layers 
of paper. 


He called in other observers to con­ 
firm this. 
The letters, however, that 
could thus bo deciphered were written 
in dark ink on one side of the paper 
only. If four written sides were folded 
together, and especially if there had 
bet ii crossing, it was hard to make out 
the drift of the writing, and there are 
some kinds of writing which, when 
folded twico or thrice, admit too little 
light for the purpose of decipherment. 


In this way possibly many of the per­ 
formances of “ clairvoyants” maybe ex- 
plained. 
I3y means of the egg glass it 
is, as a rule, easier to mivke out the con- 
tent.s of letter or 
without the 


slightest tainperiag with the envelope 
than it is to dc;tect the movements of 
the embryo in the egg. 


Suppuae the writer of a billet, the 
contents of which are kno\vn only to 
himself, lets it out of his hand and loses 
sight of it for iivo minutes. It may bo 
readily carried either into the direct 
sunlight or into electric or nuignesiun» 
light and be read by the aid of the egg 
glass. 
The placing of a piece of car­ 
tridge paper in the envelope or the col­ 
oring of it black is a uieaus of defense 
at hand.

In tim es of peace as w ell as w heu 
w a r’s d a rk clouds gloom the nation you 
are liable to read in the newjspapers an 
anuouncem eut to th e effect th a t one of 
the vessels of the navy is going “ into 
conmiis.sion. ” It is not a very inipre.ss- 
ive phrase, b u t the fu ll m eaning of the 
term is som ething of w hich few' have 
any adiniuate conception. To p ut a m od­ 
ern w arsh ip into commission involves 
an enorm ous am o u n t of work, wliich 
cjin bi! fully appreciated only by one 
who lias ob.st rvcd the process from be- 
pinning to end. 


W hen a vessel of the navy is laid u p 
in re.strve, “ in ordinary. ” as it is c a ll­ 
ed, it is far from an attractiv e object 
and could h ardly be recognized as tho 
same ship w hen in thorougli trim , w ith 
n e w aboard. 
Tho ship is anchored a t a 
•onvenicnt navy yard; the stores are 
sent iishore, her engines and guns cov­ 
ered w ith oil and an a n tiru st paint;
